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Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 


To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Clarence  J.  Morlcy, 

Governor  of  Colorado. 

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor,  on  hehalf  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  trans- 
mit to  you  the  Fifty-first  Annual  Report  of  the  Colorado  School 
for  Deaf  and  Blind  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925. 

The  terms  of  Charles  J.  Schrader,  Limon,  and  Asa  T.  Jones, 
Colorado  Springs,  as  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this 
School  expired  last  April  and  their  places  were  filled  by  the  ap- 
pointment of  Rev.  Fred  Arnold,  Canon  City,  and  William  H.  Alt- 
house  of  Fort  Collins.  The  retiring  Trustees  have  been  greatly 
interested  in  the  School.  They  gave  intelligent,  active  and  faithful 
service  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

The  finances  of  the  School  have  been  carefully  and  econom- 
ically managed  and  we  closed  the  fiscal  year  November  30,  1924, 
with  a  small  balance  to  our  credit.  Our  School  has  been  steadily 
growing  in  numbers  and  naturally  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
our  expenses.  Special  education,  such  as  ours,  is  more  expensive 
than  the  education  of  normal  children. 

The  complete  separation  of  the  deaf  and  the  blind  in  all  their 
educational  and  domestic  relations  is  something  very  much  to  be 
desired.  Our  Board  has  been  waiting  patiently  for  the  time  when 
the  State  would  be  financially  able  to  erect  a  separate  unit  for  the 
blind  on  the  twenty-five-acre  plot  lying  in  the  immediate  vicinity 
of  our  present  plant.  This  land  was  purchased  a  number  of  years 
ago  for  this  purpose  and  our  Board  strongly  recommends  that  as 
soon  as  adequate  funds  can  be  obtained  we  proceed  with  the  sepa- 
ration of  these  two  classes.  Nearly  every  State  in  the  Union  has 
already  made  this  separation,  and  we  feel  that  Colorado  should 
keep  abreast  of  the  times  in  this  respect. 

Our  present  power  house  is  very  poorly  located  and  requires 
unnecessary  labor  in  handling  the  coal.  We  believe  a  new  plant 
should  be  erected  away  from  the  main  buildings  in  a  more  con- 
venient place  where  coal  could  be  dumped  from  the  trucks  and 
that  it  should  be  equipped  with  labor-saving  machinery.  In  this 
way  we  can  furnish  heat  to  the  School  at  a  lower  cost  and  in  a 
more  efficient  manner. 

We  can  use  the  present  boiler  and  engine  rooms  for  a  garage 
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and  as  a  shop  for  the  instruction  of  our  deaf  boys  in  automobile 
repairing. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  our  Board  to  know  that  the  work  of 
our  School  meets  with  such  general  approval  from  the  people  of 
the  State  and  from  State  officials.  The  Legislative  Committee, 
ai)pointed  to  visit  State  institutions,  reported  concerning  our 
School  at  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in  January  that  "No  insti- 
tution in  the  State  gives  a  better  appearance  for  complete  work 
or  proficiency,"  and  in  another  part  of  the  report  it  said,  ''Effi- 
ciency and  skill  appear  in  this  institution  at  every  step." 

We  commend  the  work  of  the  Superintendent,  teachers,  offi- 
cers and  pupils.  Each  department  of  the  School  works  in  har- 
monious cooperation  with  all  the  other  departments  and  the  high 
standard  for  which  our  School  has  been  noted  is  being  successfullv 
maintained.

1  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  record  of  the 
activities  and  work  of  the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind, 
together  with  a  financial  statement  showing  all  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements, for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1925.

This  enrollment  of  218  is  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the 
School.  The  steady  growth  in  attendance  for  the  past  three  years 
fully  justifies  our  policy  of  employing  a  field  officer  for  a  portion 
of  the  summer.  Mr.  Brown,  who  has  been  carrying  on  the  field 
work  for  the  past  two  years,  reports  an  increasing  interest  in  the 
School  on  the  part  of  county  officials  and  other  influential  people 
throughout  the  State.

3  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees— 1924 -1925 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  had  several  niild  epidemics  of  chil- 
dren's diseases  during  the  school  session,  the  general  health  of  the 
HEALTH  children  has  been  excellent.  One  of  our  little  girls 
passed  away  suddenly  after  recovering  from  a  mild  case 
of  di^jhtheria.  The  report  of  the  ^Medical  Staff  for  the  year  gives 
in  detail  all  cases  treated  and  all  operations  performed. 

During  the  year  thirteen  of  our  pupils  from  the  Department 
for  Blind  were  admitted  to  the  New  State  Hospital  in  Denver  for 
operations.  Of  the  thirteen,  ten  who  were  suft'ering  from  con- 
genital cataracts  were  operated  upon  and  their  vision  was  some- 
what improved. 

]\Iiss  Clyde  King  and  ]\Iiss  ^^largaret  Byrns,  who  were  holding 
temporary  appointnients  as  teachers,  left  us  at  the  end  of  the 
school  vear.  ]Miss  ]Marv  Kemp  of  the  low'a  School,  a 
IN  STAFF  gi'aduate  of  Colorado  College  and  of  the  normal  de- 
partment of  Gallaudet  College,  was  added  to  our  staff. 
^Ir.  Roy  Nilson,  a  graduate  of  Gooding  College,  Idaho,  and  of  the 
normal  department  of  Gallaudet  College,  was  appointed  a  teacher. 
Miss  Blake,  an  experienced  teacher  from  the  Pittsburgh  School 
for  the  Blind,  w^as  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Jessie  Baker,  who 
had  resigned.  Miss  Farnum,  relief  supervisor,  entered  the  normal 
department  of  Gallaudet  College  and  she  was  succeeded  by  j\Iiss 
Mae  Happy  of  Denver.  Our  engineer,  Mr.  John  \\'.  Taylor,  re- 
signed November  1st  on  account  of  poor  health.  Mr.  Taylor  had 
rendered  valuable  service  to  the  School  for  a  period  of  thirty-five 
years.  He  was  succeeded  by  Geo.  D.  Flinn  of  Colorado  Springs, 
an  exj^erienced  engineer.  ]\lr.  A.  \WMner,  a  graduate  of  the 
Overbrook  School  for  the  Blind  and  of  Temple  University,  was 
elected  instructor  of  gymnastics  and  athletics  for  blind  boys  to 
succeed  ^Ir.  Harold  Glass,  resigned.  ]\Iiss  Grace  Cranston,  girls' 
])hysical  director,  was  succeeded  by  IMiss  Sally  ]\lcPherson,  a 
graduate  of  the  Sargent  School,  P)Oston.  Mr.  Kwist,  an  expert 
]jress!uan,  was  added  to  our  staff  of  instructors.  Afiss  .Mice  Cogs- 
well was  elected  teacher  of  art.  Mrs.  Edith  T.  King,  visitors' 
atlciidanl  and  office  assistant,  resigned  during  the  vear  on  account 
()\  poor  hcalili,  and  Miss  Helen  (ioddard  was  elected  her 
successor.

OF  INDUSTRIES  trauimg  m  mdustnal  Imes  so  that  when  they  leave 
school  they  can  begin  at  once  to  earn  their  living. 
There  are  no  special  trade  schools  for  the  deaf  at  present  in  this 
country  and  few  of  the  graduates  of  schools  for  the  deaf  ever 
enter  trade  schools  for  the  hearing.  It  is  our  duty,  therefore,  to 
provide  this  instruction  in  our  schools.  With  this  end  in  view  we 
purchased,  during  the  year,  for  our  printing  office  one  High-Speed 
Miller  Press  and  one  Craftsman's  Unit  comprising  a  Chandler  & 
Price  Press  with  a  built-in  Miller  Feeder.  An  experienced  press- 
man was  added  to  our  staff  to  give  instruction  in  this  branch.  A 
course  of  study  in  printing  and  a  course  in  press  work  have  been 
prepared  and  put  into  effect. 

Special  models  for  use  in  teaching  player  piano  work  to  our 
boys  in  the  piano  tuning  department  have  been  added  to  our  equip- 
ment. 

During  the  year  a  large  number  of  repairs  and  improvements 
have  been  made.  In  the  Girls'  Hall  the  rooms  in  which  the  indus- 
trial work  is  carried  on  were  remodeled  and 
IMPROVEMENTS  ^^^^^^  brighter  and  better  adapted  to  the  work  for 
which  they  are  used.  New  sitting  rooms  for  both 
deaf  and  blind  girls  were  provided  and  they  were  furnished  so  as 
to  feel  homelike  and  cozy.  Study  rooms  were  also  provided,  and 
the  whole  building  w^as  put  in  excellent  condition. 

The  Chapel  was  re-decorated  and  new  lighting  fixtures  in- 
stalled. A  number  of  the  class  rooms  were  also  painted  and  new 
lighting  fixtures  provided. 

The  steady  growth  in  the  number  attending  our  school  brought 
home  very  forcibly  during  the  year  the  problem  of  providing 
additional  room  to  take  care  of  the  increase.  As  we  did  not  con- 
sider it  wise  to  erect  any  additional  buildings  to  our  present  plant, 
a  thorough  survey  and  study  of  our  present  buildings  were  made 
and  a  number  of  changes  and  re-arrangement  of  rooms  in 
Humphrey  Hall  and  in  Girls'  Hall  resulted  in  providing 
adequate  temporary  space  to  take  care  of  our  increase  in 
numbers. 

For  the  past  three  years  much  time  and  effort  have  been  spent 
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in  developing  and  improving  our  dairy  herd.  At  the  present  time 
we  have  a  dairy  herd  of  which  we  are  jnstly  proud. 
DAIRY  HERD  '^^^  ^^^  ^"^  ^^^^^  butter-fat  producing  cows  have  been 
weeded  out  and  their  places  taken  by  our  own  young 
stock.  The  average  daily  production  of  our  herd  for  most  of  last 
year  was  about  six  gallons  for  each  cow.  This  record,  so  far  as 
we  can  learn,  is  not  equaled  by  any  other  institution  herd  in  the 
United  States.  One  of  our  cows  holds  the  record  in  this  State  at 
the  present  time  for  butter  production.  Her  record  for  a  week, 
according  to  tests  made  by  the  Holstein  Friesian  Association,  was 
37.08  pounds.  Another  member  of  our  herd  was  awarded  Grand 
Championship  prize  at  the  Central  Colorado  Fair  last  fall.  Our 
School  receives  from  our  dairy  100  gallons  of  high-grade  milk 
daily.  ^luch  of  the  credit  for  the  developing  and  perfecting  of 
our  herd  is  due  to  the  intelligent,  enthusiastic  and  painstaking 
service  of  our  herdsman,  Theodore  Meeds. 

Last  July  1  attended  the  meeting  of  the  Association  to  Pro- 
mote the  Teaching  of  Speech  in  New  York  City,  also  the  conven- 
coNVENTiONS     ^^^^^  ^^  ^^^^  American  Instructors  of  the  Blind  in 
] Boston.     1  received  much  benefit  from  the  demon- 
strations and  discussions  at  these  conventions. 

The  work  in  the  academic  department  of  the  School  has  pro- 
gressed satisfactorily.     We  have  devoted  more  time  this  year  to 
the  development  of  the  hearing  and  to  the  instruc-

The  survey  of  our  School  which  was  made  in  May 
under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Research  Council  indicated 
that  this  jihase  of  our  work  was  worthy  of  the  attention  which  we 
were  giving  it.  As  soon  as  a  real  efficient  audiometer  is  perfected 
we  expect  to  add  at  least  one  of  these  instruments  to  our  school- 
room e([uipment. 

We  have  equipped  our  typewriting  department  with  new  type- 
writers and  have  also  added  new  Braille  writers  to  the  class-room 
equipment  for  the  blind. 

This  .School,  being  located  in  a  tourist  town,  has  large  numbers 
of  visitors  from  other  States  throughout  the  entire  year.  Some 
VISITORS  ^^  these,  of  course,  come  from  curiosity,  but  most  of 
them  are  very  nuich  interested.  We  are  each  year 
rccci\ing  an  increasingly  large  number  of  such  visitors  from  our 
own  State,  and  we  are  alwa\s  glad  to  show  the  work  of  our 
School  to  all  who  ex])ress  a  desire  to  become  ac(iuainted  with  it. 

We  desire  t(j  express  to  the  many   friends  of  the  School  our 
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thanks  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  our  pupils  during  the 
^,jA,.,.^c.  vear.  We  wish  to  especially  mention  the  Colorado 
Springs  Musical  Club  tor  tickets  to  the  concerts  given 
under  its  auspices,  also  the  management  of  the  Rialto  Theater  for 
free  admission  of  our  pupils  to  the  moving  picture  shows  given 
at  that  theater. 

In  concluding  this  report  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  cordial  cooperation  and  help  you  have  extended  to  me,  and 
to  add  a  word  of  praise  for  the  teachers,  officers  and  other  em- 
ployes through  whose  loyal  and  untiring  services  a  large  measure 
of  the  success  of  the  School  for  the  year  is  due.

Report  of  the  Medical  Staff

Dear  Sir: 

A  staff  of  physicians  for  the  School  consists  of  three,  repre- 
senting an  eye  speciaHst,  an  ear,  nose  and  throat  speciaHst,  and  a 
general  physician. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  term  was  two  hundred  and 
eighteen — one  hundred  and  forty-eight  deaf  students  and  seventy 
blind  students. 

Thirty  new  pupils  were  admitted.  They  were  routinely  exam- 
ined for  any  physical  defects,  and  such  measures  and  remedies 
were  employed  as  were  deemed  necessary  for  the  improvement  of 
their  health.  All  the  new  pupils  admitted  were  vaccinated  and 
Wassermans  done  in  all  cases. 

A  hospital  is  provided  by  the  Institution,  with  annex  quarters 
of  three  special  wards  for  quarantine  purposes  and  three  wards  in 
the  main  hospital  building,  the  entire  capacity  being  about  thirty- 
six.  A  nurse  is  in  charge  who  is  under  the  direction  of  the  visit- 
ing staff. 

During  the  term  there  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  as  bed 
patients  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  forty-three  patients. 

Pupils  requiring  refraction  were  attended  to,  and  all  minor 
ailments  and  physical  defects  were  given  special  attention  for  the 
general  improvement  of  health  conditions.

LIBRARY  FUND 

This  fund  consists  of  $10,000  donated  by  General  William  J. 
Palmer,  and  is  at  present  invested  in  lots  6,  7  and  8,  block  4,  Bris- 
tol Heights  Addition.  The  rental  obtained  from  the  three  resi- 
dences, less  the  cost  of  repair,  is  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of 
reading  matter  for  both  departments  of  the  School.  According  to 
the  conditions  of  the  gift,  these  properties  can  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  unless  provision  be  made  by  the  State  for  the  investment 
of  an  equal  amount  in  approved  securities  for  the  use  of  the  fund. 

With  the  consent  of  the  donor,  the  income  from  the  fund  up 
to  November  30,  1905,  was  used  for  current  expenses,  to  help  pay 
for  land,  the  appropriation  for  which,  made  in  1903,  failed  to 
materialize.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 


To  His  Excellency, 

Hon.  Clarence  J.  Morlcy, 

Governor  of  Colorado. 
Sir: 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and 
Blind  respectfully  submits  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Report  of  the 
School,  covering-  the  period  from  July  1,  1925,  to  June  30,  1926. 

Last  year  I  reported  the  appointments  of  Air.  William  H.  Alt- 
house  of  Fort  Collins,  and  Rev.  Fred  G.  Arnold  of  Canon  City, 
as  members  of  our  Board  to  succeed  Mr.  Asa  T.  Jones  of  Colorado 
Springs,  and  Air.  Charles  J.  Schrader  of  Limon,  whose  terms  had 
expired.  Through  an  opinion  rendered  by  the  Attorney  General 
of  the  State,  based  upon  a  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  these 
appointments  were  declared  to  be  not  legal.  Messrs.  Jones  and 
Schrader  therefore  returned  to  the  Board  until  their  successors 
are  appointed  and  confirmed. 

For  some  years  past  the  School  has  needed  a  modern  heating 
plant  to  replace  the  inefficient  and  somewhat  antiquated  one  whicli 
we  were  using.  The  Trustees  are  pleased  to  report  that  a  new 
plant  has  been  installed  in  a  new  location,  its  building  practically 
completed.  It  is  modern  in  every  respect.  The  boilers,  stokers, 
coal  and  ash  handling  machinery,  pumps  and  other  articles  of 
equipment  are  of  the  latest  make  and  most  efficient  type.  The 
saving  in  labor  and  in  coal  in  the  operation  of  this  plant,  and 
lessened  fire  hazard,  all  commend  themselves  for  improved 
administration. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  members  of  the  Board  to 
conduct  for  the  people  of  the  State  a  school  in  which  they  might 
take  just  pride.  Each  member  has  given  the  Institution  his  best 
thought  and  endeavored  to  keep  it  abreast  of  the  times,  and  I 
believe  it  has  taken  its  place  as  a  leader  in  the  education  of  the 
deaf  and  the  blind.  Only  the  best  available  well-trained,  efficient 
teachers  and  officers  are  employed  and  an  unusually  high  standing 
among  similar  institutions  has  been  maintained.  Our  buildings 
and  equipment  are  excellent  and  well  kept,  but  in  order  to  pro])erly 
care  for  the  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  pui)ils  and  to  provide 
the  best  educational  facilities  for  our  younger  deaf  children,  there 
should  be  a  new  primary  building  erected  in  the  near  future.  The 
cost  of  such  a  building  would  approximate  $100,000. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  another  year  of  progress  and  im-

provement  in  our  School,  and  refer  you  to  the  accompanying 
reports  of  the  Superintendent,  ^lusical  Director  and  ^ledical 
Staff  for  all  details  concerning  the  work  of  the  School  and  the 
health  of  the  pupils. 

One  matter  which  is  particularly  worthy  of  commendation  is 
the  increased  efficiency  in  the  industrial  training  given  in  the 
School.  The  course  of  study  in  each  trade  which  was  prepared 
and  introduced  during  the  year,  together  with  the  plans  now 
used  in  teaching  the  technical  language  of  the  trades,  have  proved 
to  be  very  valuable  aids  in  the  proper  preparation  of  our  young 
people  for  their  life  work  and  mark  a  new  era  of  progress  in 
industrial  training.  It  has  been  our  aim  to  equip  our  shops  with 
the  latest  and  best  machinery  for  instruction  purposes  so  that  our 
students  may  find  employment  in  their  chosen  trades  as  soon  as 
they  have  completed  their  course  here,  and  each  year  we  have  been 
adding  some  new  equipment.  We  realize  the  importance  and  feel 
the  responsibility  of  adequately  training  the  children  under  our 
care  to  be  intelligent,  self-supporting  citizens.

Gentlemen  : 

I  hereby  present  to  you  the  Fifty-second  Annual  Report  of 
the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  l>lind  covering  the  activities  of 
the  School  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1926. 

The  usual  financial  statement  showing  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements for  this  period  is  attached  to  this  report. 

During  the  school  year  just  ended  the  enrollment  of  i)U])ils 

was  as  follows :

Last  year  we  reported  the  largest  enrollment  in  the  history  of 
the  School.

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Our  Medical  Staff,  wliich  is  composed  of  the  leading  special- 
ists of  this  city,  makes  a  thorough  medical  examination  of  all 
HEALTH  pi-M^il-  ^^'^^^  enter  the  School.  The  eyes  and  the  ears  re- 
ceive special  attention,  and  prompt  treatment  is  given 
when  necessarv.  We  undertake  each  fall,  on  behalf  of  the  parents, 
to  have  the  children's  teeth  cleaned,  treated  and  filled  by  a  compe- 
tent dentist. 

During  the  year  we  had  a  innnber  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  but 
by  skillful  treatment  and  good  nursing  no  serious  results  followed. 

An  abundant  supply  of  wholesome  food,  plenty  of  good  rich 
milk  from  our  own  dairy,  regular  hours  and  regular  habits,  with 
properly  supervised  and  scientific  exercise  and  play,  are  largely 
res})onsible  for  the  general  good  health  which  our  pupils  enjoy. 

For  a  detailed  record  of  the  health  of  the  children  1  refer  you 
to  the  attached  report  of  the  ]\Iedical  StatY. 

Miss  [Margaret  Warren  and  ]\liss  ]\Iarjorie  Thornton  resigned 
at  the  end  of  last  session  to  teach  in  the  Day  Schools  for  the  Deaf 
in  Ohio.  Their  places  were  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
IN  STAFF  ^^iss  [Martha  Bell,  formerly  Supervising  Teacher  in  the 
South  Dakota  School  for  the  Deaf,  and  [Miss  Martha 
McClary  of  the  Georgia  School  for  the  Deaf.  The  promotion  of  [Mrs. 
Margaret  Smith  to  be  supervising  teacher  of  the  Primary  Depart- 
ment left  a  vacancy  which  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Harry  W'elty,  recently  superintendent  of  the  South  Dakota  School 
for  Deaf.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  necessitated  the 
employment  of  two  new  teachers.  Mrs.  [Mabel  Nilson  from  the 
Kendall  School,  Washington,  D.  C,  and  [Miss  [Margaret  Nelson 
from  the  Rhode  Island  School,  were  elected.  Miss  Esther 
Kinneman  succeeded  IMiss  Alma  Happy  as  relief  supervisor,  and

Haney  returned  to  take  a  course  in  player  piano 
work.  This  branch  was  not  taught  while  he  was  in  School,  and 
he  found  himself  very  much  handicapped  in  his  work  as  a  piano 
tuner  because  of  his  inability  to  take  care  of  player  pianos.  Anna 
Herpick  returned  to  take  up  certain  branches  of  work  which 
would  help  to  fit  her  for  the  position  of  home  teacher.  Since  tak- 
ing this  course  Anna  has  been  appointed  a  home  teacher  by  the 
Sta^e  Commission  for  the  Blind. 

The  industrial  training  of  our  pupils  is  most  important  and  I 
believe  deserves  a  more  prominent  place  in  our  scheme  of  educa- 
tion than  it  has  hitherto  been  given.    During  the  past

TRAINING  year  we  have  taken  several  progressive  steps  m  this 

branch  of  our  work.  Aluch  time  and  thought  is 
given  to  the  selection  of  a  suitable  trade  for  each  child.  A  special 
committee  of  teachers  studies  his  qualifications,  finds  out  his  de- 
sire in  the  matter,  and  makes  recommendations  to  the  Superin- 
tendent. The  parents  are  then  consulted,  and  the  child  is  duly 
assigned  to  the  trade  which  has  been  selected  for  him. 

In  past  years  the  course  of  study  in  the  industrial  department 
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has  not  been  definite  enough,  and  there  has  been  very  Httle  effort 
made  to  specify  the  amount  of  work  which  should  be  accom- 
pHshed  each  semester.  We  have  had  a  special  committee  during 
the  year  at  work  with  the  instructors  of  the  various  trades  pre- 
paring a  course  of  study  for  each  branch.  This  course  of  study 
covers  not  only  the  practical  work  of  the  trade,  but  also  includes 
a  course  in  teaching  the  technical  language  of  the  trade.  In  teach- 
ing this  technical  language,  the  literary  teachers  cooperate  with 
the  instructors  in  the  industrial  department. 

We  are  convinced  that  in  this  particular  branch  of  education 
our  School  has  set  uj)  a  standard  for  other  Schools,  which,  if 
followed  intelligently,  will  mark  a  new  era  in  industrial  training 
for  our  deaf  pupils,  and  will  do  much  to  prepare  them  to  success- 
fully earn  a  living  after  leaving  school.

All  the  e(|uipnient  was  pur- 
chased o\'er  si.x  months  ago  and  has  been  delivered,  and  we  can 
proudly  claim  that  we  w  ill  have  one  of  the  most  modern  and  most 
eflicient  heating  plants  of  any  school  for  the  deaf  and  blind  in  the 
United  .States.  The  e(|uii)ment  is  of  the  verv  best.  The  machin- 
ery for  handling  the  coal  and  disposing  of  the  ashes  eliminates  all 
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hand  power  in  connection  with  the  plant.  The  service  tunnel  be- 
tween the  old  and  new  heating  plants  is  about  500  feet  lon.s^.  and 
the  steam  distribution  system  remains  near  the  old  plant,  but  by 
the  aid  of  the  Johnson  Service  ecpiipmcnt  the  engineer  can  turn  on 
or  turn  off  steam  in  any  or  all  of  the  buildings  at  the  new  ])lant. 
The  high-pressure  steam  is  conveyed  through  the  tunnel  and 
turned  into  the  low-pressure  mains,  using,  in  most  cases,  the  old 
distribution  system  located  at  the  old  boiler  house.

Dear  Sir  : 

A  staff  of  physicians  for  the  School  consists  of  three,  repre- 
senting an  eye  speciaHst,  an  ear,  nose  and  throat  speciahst,  and  a 
eneral  physician. 

The  total  attendance  for  the  term  was  229;  158  deaf  pu])ils, 
and  71  blind  pupils. 

The  new  pupils  admitted  were  routinely  examined  to  ascertain 
any  physical  defects  that  the  pupil  might  be  afflicted  with  and  to 
employ  such  measures  and  remedies  for  the  betterment  of  their 
general  health  whereby  they  might  be  better  prepared  for  their 
regular  school  work.  All  the  new  pupils  admitted  were  vaccinated 
and  Wassermans  done  in  all  cases. 

A  hospital  is  provided  by  the  Institution,  with  annex  quarters 
of  three  special  wards  for  quarantine  purposes,  and  three  wards  in 
the  main  hospital  building,  the  entire  capacity  being  about  thirty- 
six.  A  nurse  is  in  charge  who  is  under  the  direction  of  the  visit- 
ing staff. 

During  the  term  there  were  admitted  to  the  hospital  as  bed 
patients  a  total  of  360  patients. 

Pupils  requiring  refraction  were  attended  to,  and  all  minor 
ailments  and  physical  defects  were  given  special  attention  for  the 
general  improvement  of  health  conditions. 

There  were  17  children  between  ages  seven  and  ten  immunized 
with  diphtheria  toxin-antitoxin.

This  fund  consists  of  $10,000  donated  by  General  William  J. 
Palmer,  and  is  at  present  invested  in  lots  6,  7  and  8,  block  4,  Bris- 
tol Heights  Addition.  The  rental  obtained  from  the  three  resi- 
dences, less  the  cost  of  repair,  is  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of 
reading  matter  for  both  departments  of  the  School.  According  to 
the  conditions  of  the  gift,  these  properties  can  be  used  for  no  other 
purpose  unless  provision  be  made  by  the  State  for  the  investment 
of  an  equal  amount  in  approved  securities  for  the  use  of  the  fund. 

With  the  consent  of  the  donor,  the  income  from  the  fund  up 
to  November  30,  1905,  was  used  for  current  expenses,  to  help  pay 
for  land,  the  appropriation  for  which,  made  in  1903,  failed  to 
materialize.

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Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind 

HISTORICAL 

The  "Colorado  Institute  for  Deaf  ]\[utes"  was  founded  in 
1874,  while  the  State  was  yet  a  Territory,  the  Blind  Dei)artment 
being  added  in  1883.  There  were  present  on  the  opening  day 
six  pupils,  the  home  of  the  School  being  a  small  frame  building 
long  since  torn  down.  Up  to  the  i)resent  time  some  828  deaf 
persons  and  370  blind  have  been  enrolled  as  pupils,  the  number 
of  both  in  attendance  the  present  session  (1925-1926)  being 
229.  The  buildings  now  number  nineteen,  not  including  build- 
ings at  the  ranch,  with  a  total  valuation,  including  equipment,  of 
$876,209.80. 

CHARACTER  OF  THE  SCHOOL 

The  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and  Blind  is,  as  the  name 
implies,  a  school  pure  and  simple.  It  was  established  in  accordance 
with  the  purpose  of  the  State  to  give  to  every  child  within  her 
boundary  capable  of  taking  it,  a  common  school  education.  It  is 
not  in  any  sense  an  ''asylum"  or  "home"  for  the  afflicted,  it  is  not  a 
hospital  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  the  eyes  and  ears,  and  it 
is  not  a  place  for  the  detention  and  care  of  the  imbecile.  A  child 
so  unsound  physically  as  to  require  constant  care,  or  so  backward 
mentally  as  to  make  no  progress  in  the  literary  department,  can- 
not be  retained  in  the  School. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  course  of  study  for  the  deaf  covers  about  the  same  ground 
as  the  public  schools  of  the  State.  The  blind,  to  whom  language 
presents  no  difficulty,  are  given  a  very  thorough  high  school 
course.  To  secure  the  best  results  in  both  instances  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  child  be  entered  as  soon  as  it  becomes  of  school  age, 
and  that  the  attendance  be  regular  and  continuous  throughout 
the  entire  course. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION 

In  the  Blind  Department  methods  are  those  approved  by  the 
best  schools  of  the  country.  Revised  Braille  is  used  in  the  greater 
part  of  the  literary  work  and  in  music,  but  all  are  taught  to  write 
script  and  operate  typewriters. 

In  the  Deaf  Department  all  new  pupils  are  placed  in  oral 
classes,  where  the  attempt  is  made  to  teach  them  to  speak  and 
read  the  lips.  Those  who  have  learned  to  talk  before  losing  their 
hearing,  and  some  of  those  born  deaf,  do  well  under  this  method, 
and  such  are  kept  in  the  oral  department  during  their  stay  here. 
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All  school  work  with  these  pupils  is  done  orally,  so  there  is  no 
danger  of  their  forgetting  how  to  talk,  as  some  parents  fear. 
There  are,  however,  some  deaf  children  who  can  never  learn  to 
speak  well  enough  to  make  it  of  practical  value,  and  these  are 
taught  by  use  of  the  manual  alphabet  and  by  writing,  with  re- 
course to  the  sign  language  only  when  necessary. 

TRADES 

In  addition  to  the  work  in  the  literary  department,  the  School 
undertakes  to  give  each  pupil  such  knowledge  of  some  trade  as 
may  be  a  help  in  gaining  a  livelihood  after  graduation.  To  this 
end,  from  one  to  three  hours  per  day  through  the  entire  course 
is  spent  in  the  shops  under  competent  instructors,  and  while  the 
training  given  is  necessarily  incompelete,  it  goes  far  towards 
preparation  for  life  work.  The  trades  taught  at  present  are  :  For 
the  blind  boys,  piano  tuning,  broom  making,  chair  caning,  rug 
and  hammock  weaving ;  for  the  deaf  boys,  carpentry,  printing, 
^hoeliiaking,  barbering,  painting,  the  care  of  poultry,  and  ele- 
mentary gardening.  All  girls  have  regular  instruction  in  sewing, 
knitting,  crocheting,  and  such  general  housework  as  is  involved  in 
the  care  of  their  own  rooms.  A  selected  number  are  given  in- 
struction in  dressmaking  and  millinery.  All  older  girls,  both  deaf 
and  blind,  have  lessons  in  cooking  under  a  trained  instructor. 

TERMS  OF  ADMISSION 

All  deaf  and  blind  persons,  of  sound  mind  and  body,  between 
the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  actual  residents  of  Colorado, 
are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  School  free  of  charge.  This 
includes  all  those  whose  hearing  or  sight  is  so  impaired  as  to 
j)revent  them  from  obtaining  an  education  in  tlie  public  schools. 
Tuition,  board  and  washing,  medicines  and  medical  attendance, 
books  and  apparatus  used  in  teaching — in  short,  everything  is 
furnished  free  of  charge,  except  clothing  and  traveling  expenses. 
In  cases  of  absolute  poverty,  the  respective  counties  assume 
exjjense  of  traveling  and  clothing.  While  no  persons  are  taken 
into  the  School  for  the  i)uri)ose  of  giving  medical  treatment,  all 
children  coming  to  us  are  examined  by  a  si)ecialist,  and  treatment 
is  given  wherever  it  is  needed.  'V\]v  sick  have  the  very  best  care 
and  attention. 

SESSIONS 

Tile  School  opens  in  S('i)lcnil)(r  on  the  first  Wednesday  after 
Lab(jr  Day,  and  closes  on  tlie  iirst  Wednesday  of  the  following 
June,  thus  giving  the  pu])ils  nine  months  at  the  School  and  three 
months  at  home  eaeh  xcar.  All  pupils  must  be  proniptlv  removed 
at  the  close  of  the  session.

GENERAL  REMARKS 

As  has  been  said  before,  the  Colorado  School  for  Deaf  and 
Blind  is  not  an  asylum  or  a  hospital  for  the  care  of  afflicted  chil- 
dren. Parents  desirous  of  enterinj^^  children  should  carefully 
observe  the  following : 

First — A  child  once  entered  is  expected  to  remain  until  the 
close  of  the  session,  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  consent 
of  the  Superintendent.  Pupils  withdrawn  without  his  consent 
forfeit  the  right  to  the  privileges  of  the  School  unless  permitted 
to  return  by  special  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This,  of 
course,  does  not  apply  to  those  who  may  prove  ineligible  because 
of  physical  or  mental  deficiency.  Such  pupils  must  be  removed  as 
soon  as  the  deficiency  is  established  beyond  question. 

Second — All  pupils  expecting  to  attend  school  should  be  sent 
promptly  on  the  opening  day,  and  those  not  so  entered,  except 
for  such  reasons  as  may  be  deemed  valid  by  the  Superintendent, 
shall  be  denied  admission  until  the  opening  of  the  next  year. 

Third —  All  children  should,  if  possible,  be  vaccinated  before 
entering. 

Fourth — Parents  must  furnish  postage  in  all  cases,  and  may 
hear  from  their  children  in  proportion  to  the  amount  furnished. 
The  session  lasts  about  forty  weeks.  Parents  sending  us  fifty 
cents  (50c)  may  hear  from  their  children  once  a  week,  ten  letters 
and  thirty  postals.  Those  who  do  not  furnish  postage  will  not 
hear,  except  in  case  of  illness,  when  a  report  is  made  daily  until 
the  child  is  out  of  danger. 

Fifth — A  contingent  fee  of  $10.00  must  be  deposited  in  every 
case  to  purchase  such  articles  of  clothing,  shoes,  etc.,  likely  to  be 
needed  during  the  session.  A  strict  account  will  be  kept  of  all 
expenditures  and  an  Itemized  statement  made  at  the  close  of  the 
school  year.  Clothing  or  shoes  may  be  sent  from  home  or  pur- 
chased here  by  us,  but  nothing  will  be  furnished  without  the  cash 
before  hand,  except  in  case  of  county  pupils. 

Sixth — All  clothing  should  be  of  good  quality  and  well  made, 
with  the  buttons  sewed  on  tightly.  Good  shoes  are  cheapest, 
children  so  careful  as  to  know  that  the  parent  is  held  responsible 
the  child  be  very  delicate.  In  no  case  purchase  so-called  fleece- 
lined  underwear.  It  does  not  wash  well.  A  good  quality  of 
balbriggan  is  best.  Our  children  romp  and  play  a  great  deal,  as  all 
healthy  children  do,  and  are  consequently  very  hard  on  clothing. 
All  articles  should  be  plainly  marked.  The  best  way  is  to  sew  the 
name  in  turkey  red,  which  will  last  as  long  as  the  garment. 

Seventh — Parents  will  be  expected  to  pay  for  property  wan- 
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tonly  destroyed  by  their  children.  \\'e  find  that  nothing  makes 
Woolen  underwear  and  woolen  stockings  are  not  needed  unless 
for  their  carelessness,  and  parents  are  as  much  interested  as 
we  are  in  raising  their  children  to  a  right  appreciation  of  the 
responsibilities  in  life. 

Ilighth — While  we  are  always  glad  to  have  parents  visit  their 
children,  they  cannot  be  entertained  at  the  School.  Parents  are 
at  liberty  to  have  their  children  stay  down  town  with  them  over 
night,  but  not  to  interfere  with  the  class  work  when  it  can  be 
helped. 

Xinth — All  packages  sent  should  be  fully  prepaid,  and,  if  you 
wish  receipt  acknowledged,  should  be  sent  in  care  of  the  Super- 
intendent. All  letters  to  pupils  should  be  addressed  directly  to 
them  in  care  of  the  School. 

TcntJi — No  attention  will  be  paid  to  any  complaint  or  any 
communication  of  any  kind  not  addressed  to  the  Superintendent, 
or  th.e  Board  of  Trustees.  All  money  should  be  sent  by  express, 
money  order,  or  registered  letter,  directly  to  the  Su])erintendent, 
who  will  at  once  acknovvledge  receipt  of  same. 

ElcvcntJi — Teachers  are  sent  out  to  the  most  important  ])oints 
at  opening  and  close  of  the  School  to  assist  pupils  in  making 
changes  and  accompany  them  to  school. 

T7cclft/i — Please  bear  in  mind  that  the  School  is  more  than  a 
(juarter  of  a  mile  from  the  nearest  de])ot,  and  a  full  mile  from 
the  other  one.    Street  cars  run  within  a  block  of  the  School.

5.  All  clothing  should  be  in  first-class  repair  before  the  pupil 
leaves  home 

6.  Each  article  of  wearing  apparel  should  be  marked  plainly, 
using  Payson's  indelible  ink,  or  by  sewing  the  name  or  number 
in  turkey  red.  In  marking  the  clothing,  please  carefully  observe 
the  following:  Mark  shirts,  undershirts,  night  shirts,  night 
dresses,  etc.,  inside  the  back  of  the  neck ;  children's  aprons, 
waists  and  dresses  on  buttonhole  side  of  hem  ;  skirls,  drawers 
and  aprons  on  the  l)an(l  ;  handkerchiefs  on  the  corner.  Don't  be 
at  raid  to  make  the  marl<  lar^'e  and  clear.
